OTAL loss to the Govern- 
ment growing out of Federal 
control of the railroads was esti- 
mated by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee at $1,129,000,- 
000. This inetudes more than 
$2°5,000,000 estimated as guar- 
antees to the roads under the 
terms of the transportation act. 

Reduction of $30,000,000 in 
the $420,000,000 asked for by 
the Railroad Administration to 
wind up its affairs was made to- 
dav by the House Appropriation 
Committee. 

Completing the emergency 
ficiency appropriation bill, the 
committee proposed a fiat “p- 
propriation of $2300,000,000 for 
the administration and recom- 
mened that the Treasury Depart- 
ment be authorized to purchase 
$90,000,000 worth of Liberty 
bonds held by the adrninistration.

LONDON, April 19.—In 10 years’ 
time America will be forced to buy 
annually from Great Britain fully 
600,000,000 barrels of oil. This pre- 
diction was made by Sir E. Mackay 
Edgar in the Sunday Times. He de- 
clared Britain has now cornered the 
world’s available oil supply, saying: 
“Apart from Mexico, it is almost a 
case of Britain first and the rest of 
the world nowhere.” 

In recent dispatches to the Post- 
Dispatch, Britain’s plans to obtain 
world dominance in oil were fully 
outlined, especially in the Middle 
East, the most important deposits of 
which are in the Province of Mosul, 
in Mesopotamia. Sir Mackay Ed- 
gar, enumerating British holdings, 
says: 

“I should say two-thirds of the 
improved fields in Central and 
South America are in British hands. 
The Shell group owns exclusive or 
controlling interest in every impor- 
tant oil field in the world—in the 
United States, Russia, Mexico, Dutch 
East Indies, Rumania, Egypt, Vene- 
zuela, Trinidad, India (where in 
conjunction with the Burmah Oil Co. 
it dominates the ~ local position), 
Ceylon, Malay States, North and 
South China, Siam, Straits Settle- 
ments and the Philippines. What it 
comes to, therefore, is that with the 
exception of Mexico, and to a lesser 
extent Central America, the outer 
world is securely barred against an 
American invasion in force. The 
British position is impregnable.” 

The British Government, he says, 
acted with shrewd foresight when it 
acquired a majority interest in the 
ordinary shares of the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Co., whose concession for all oil 
in Persia has still 41 years to run.

The report the equip- 
ment now in use has all the freight 
Fifteen of 19 barges 
being built the Government for 
upper river use have been completed,

ment has been ieased by the Gov- 
ernment to Edward F. Goltra of St. 
I.ouis for the carriage. of coal to the 
north and of iron ore from St. Paul 
to St. Louis.

The futility of the wild-cat, unauthor- 
ized, illegal strike, in contravention of agreements and. 
contracts and in defiance of law, has been «aguante 
strated beyond question. The revolt of the coal 
miners and the railroad shopm¢n went the same 
way—all defeated by adverse public opinion. 

As a rule, however, all strikes, whether regular and 
authorized or irregular and illegal, end in arbitra- 
tion. The lesson of strike experience, like the lesson 
of experience in all wars, is against the strike. This 
conclusion is not directed against organized labor in 
using the strike to obtain just demands, any’ more 
than against employers who force strikes by refusing 
just demands and denying a hearing to representatives 
of organized labor. If the right of organized striking 
is preserved, it certainly ought to be used only as a 
war emergency, as a last desperate resort when all 
reason and arbitration and moral pressure have failed. 
There ought never to be a necessity for a strike. 

Necessary as a pioneer measure of war to obtain 
fundamental rights for wage earners, in this day of 
organization and civilization the strike should be a 
relic of the past.
